day of sweet, holy, festive joy.

scenes of misery, sorrow, ruin, blood. 
Not in 
many centuries—not during the days and 
years of the Corsican tyrant—has Europe 
experienced so much agony as she is ex­ 
periencing to-day. 
Germany and France— 
two of the most advanced nations of modern 
times—nations in which the human intellect 
has reached its 
highest development—are 
bleeding at every pore, and the vilest passions 
of mankind are perm itted to run riot. 
Happy, 
flinging Germany, jolly, freo and easy France, 
arc equally in tho condition of Rachel when 
sho wept for her children and refused to be 
comforted because they were not.

Christmas Day of the year 1870, with so 
gigantic and destructive a w ar in existence, 
good men who have faith in their fellows and

I'rospecta o f the Itepubllc. 


The coming of Christmas brings brighter 
prospects for France. 
Our despatches this 
moruing state that G eneral Faidberbo, tho 
leader of the Northern army, gained a decisive 
victory at Pont Noyelles, near Amiens, on 
Friday, in which ho had driven the Prussians 
with tho bayonet. 
A trap has evidently been 
preparing for General 
Faidherbe between 
Mantouffel 
and 
the 
commander 
of 
the 
heavy column, which 
has 
been 
moving 
northward through Laon 
and La 
F e rtJ; 
but ho has as 
evidently scented it and 
brought on a battle with Manteuffol before his 
co-opcratiog column could come wilhin strik­ 
ing distance. 
H avre and Cherbeurg are both 
deemed impregnable, the gunboats being in 
the harbors, and there are sixty theuaand 
troops 
in 
H avre, 
who will doubtless be 
pushed forward to attack the rear of Man- 
teuffcl and complete his dlscemfiture. 
In the 
south the retreat of the German armies under 
Prince Frederick Charles and the Duke of 
Mecklenburg toward Orleans from Tears is 
iully confirmed, and was evidently brought 
about by the skilful manoeuvring of Bourbaki 
to cut off the Prince and of Chauzy to 
turn tho Duke’s right flank. 
Each of these 
movements brings tho armies of relief nearer 
to Paris, just as General G rant’s flanking ope­ 
rations in the Wilderness, before Spottsylvania, 
on the North Anna and along the Pamunkey, 
brought him at each turn so much nearer 
Richmond. The Gormans, finding Chauzy over­ 
lapping I’uem on their right and Bourbaki 
threatening to overlap them on their left, ne­ 
cessarily withdraw, as Lee was compelled to 
do, in order to present a front equal to th a t' 
of the enemy. 
The 
sorties 
on 
the 
east 
of Paris 
seem 
to 
have 
been 
fully 
as 
thorough and successful as tho first accouuts 
stated, although King William, hitherto the 
reliable 
correspondent” of the war, has 
stated that they were easily repulsed. 
A lto­ 
gether the evidences of shrewd generalship 
and of soldierly steadiness evinced in the new 
armies of France give great hopes for the 
heroic people. 
A new feature which has appeared in the 
conduet of the war may well bring a great 
chill to tho heart of King William. It is stated 
that the people in Rbeims have risea in “ in­ 
surrection’’ against the Prussian commander 
in that city, and that six thousand Saxons 
are 
being 
hurried 
from 
Versailles 
to 
sustain 
him. 
Rbeims 
is 
a 
city 
of 
fifty thousand inhabitants aad is the capital of 
the champagne dislrict. 
It has been held by 
a heavy Prussian force ever since Its capture, 
soon after Sedan, until recently, when its gar­ 
rison was depleted by the sendiig of a large 
portion to co-operate with Manteuffol. 
It is 
probable therefore that the people, finding 
the enemy so reduced in their midst, have 
organized such a resistance as threatened 
General Butler when ho held Now O rleans 
againsi the rough mob of that city. 
Our 
readers will rem ember—and those who were 
among the Union force in that city at the time 
will never forget-how formidable an array the 
jncqvrrie ^of that 
city, 
unorganized, 
un­ 
drilled and only partially armed, presented 
against Bntlur’s weak force of Union soldiery; 
and what an iron will and prompt determina­ 
tion it rerpiired to disperse them. 
Such a 
force in Uheims may breed terrible trouble for 
tho Prussian commander there ; but, whether 
it is put down or not, the truth will have been 
forcibly illustrated that the people of France 
will make another war of La Vendee before 
they will give up fully and completely to tho 
invader.

But in the midst of their wassail, 
and with the Yule log of other days blazing 
on the hearth, there will be honored, with 
brimming goblets and in tearful silence, tie 
memory of one who has peopled the homes 
and holidays of the passing generation with 
quaint, tender and loving creations that have 
become a part of our lives, and may, by their 
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genial influence, have made us gentler and 
better mea. 
Ah, while his own countrymen 
do him lasting honor, thero will bo few fire­ 
sides in America where the shade of Charles 
Dickens will not seem to hover near in the 
celebration of tho m erry customs and the re­ 
vival of the kindly feelings which be did so 
much to hallow and perpetuate in all our 
hom es!

Count Bismarck has addressed a Cabinet 
circular to the representatives of the North 
German Confederation serving at the seats of 
foreign governments, in which the Prussian 
Premier delivers the “ unkindest cut of all” to 
the French nation. 
Tho Count assails the 
military power of France. 
H e points out that 
French soldiers, three generals being of tho 
number, who surrendered to the King’s troops, 
and were paroled in dne form in Germany, 
have designedly broken their parole, 
gone 
over to the French lines, had their com­ 
missions renewed, and appeared again in 
command, fighting against the Prussian armies. 
While prisoners they were well treated, and 
enjoyed all due regimental consideration. 
Premier Bismarck directs that the foreign 
governments shall be duly informed of tho 
contents of the circular, and, at tho same 
moment, asked officially if their Ministers 
think it probable that the rulers of France 
will, after such action with respect to military 
parole, observe tho text of any treaty which 
may be concluded with them ? 
It will be 
absolutely necessary, he says, to require of 
them, at the very least, that they shall give 
“ material guarantees” for so doing. 
The Prussian Premier is exceedingly severe 
on poor France, 
Ho not only eounsels that a 
foreign army shall remain on her so il; but be 
also sets out to depreciate the honor of her 
sons in tho eyes of the world, and Implicate, 
by anticipation, the interests and argum ents 
of her friends in the London conference.

When, for ^poiitioal or other reasons, poi^ j 
sons desire to injure a prominent man they 
not uncommonly adduce against him the 
authority of some popular individual who,

been the best friend of the departed. 
In ­ 
stances of this mode of attack on public moa 
abound in both ancient and modorn history, 
and we now find our republlo an apt Imitator of 
older nations. 
A m eaner method of injuring a 
public man could not be devised, siuoe, if it can 
be shown that bo has taken from tho dead one 
particle of the reputation to which the latter 
is entitled, the act recoils on himsLlfand dims 
tho brightest laurels that he may have won. 
It is not imu^iai^ to pu^ io^ ^ e mouths ol 
dying men worJs‘ which they never uttered, 
yet which may easily pass current for theli' 
real seatimeuts, since few people of ropntatieq 
will stoop to dafend themselves from asper- 
sions which they deem too contemptible to 
notice. 
They prefer depending on the good 
sense of the public to give the libels tho 
quietus they deserve. 
Besides, thero aro 
generally preseat seme trne-hearted persons 
at the deathbed of a prem lnoat man who will 
not allow his character to be stained by seati- 
ments foreign to his nature, yet falsely Im­ 
puted to him, when ho is no longer In exist­ 
ence to contradict them . 
» 
Jhgre were tw# men la the n a^fj^F arrag u t 
and Porter— who fought side by side during 
the robcllion, and did their utmost to sup­ 
press a coBsplracy that, if suooessful, would' 
have consigued their country to destruction. 
Both succeeded in all that they undertook, 
received their country’s approval and the 
highest honor she could bestow. 
Neither 
had cause 
to 
feel jealous of the other, 
and the best feeling existed between them 
from tho moment of their first association in 
tho path of duty until the day of the gallant old 
Admiral’s decease, 
which was felt by the 
army, navy and the whole couatry as one 
common sorrow. 
It must, 
however, have 
beea observed, with shame and regret by our 
people, how certain newspapers have zealously 
labored to show that Admiral Porter has 
all along been the enemy of Admiral Farragut, 
some of them evoa going so far as to say 
that tho latter was persecuted to the grave. 
If any evidence of such persecution exist 
why has it not been given to the public ? Why 
are assertions made without a particle of evi­ 
dence to substantiate them, when, indeed, day 
after day since the culmiaation of this ras­ 
cally plot, proofs have been forthcoming that 
Porter, not Farragut, was the victim of persecu­ 
tion, if we may thus designate one who boldly 
dRifles his slanderers and will fight them to the 
death? 
These charges are not brought by 
Farragul’s frleuds, but by bis and Porter’s 
enem ies; for no friend would take such a step 
to dim the reputation of the gallaut dead. 
That would look too much as though he envied 
the reputation of tho living. 
It must be confessed that onr navy has 
fallen upon evil d ay s; since it is well known 
that these fierce attacks on the senior officer 
proceed from a class of subalterns who are un­ 
willing that the Admiral or anyone else should 
differ with them in opinion on certain points, 
or throw bis weight into the scale to prevent 
the navy from falling Into anarchy and con­ 
fusion. 
While Admiral Farragut was livlog, 
he was annoyed beyond m easure by the nu­ 
merous applications made to him by these 
dissatisfied non-combatants to commit him­ 
self in writing in support of their wild preten­ 
sions. 
The Admiral persistently refused to 
countenance their schemes, and at length his 
signature was forged to a document—an act 
that caused him to go to Washington and 
expose the whole m atter. 
Every effort was 
made at this time and subsequently to create 
bad feeling between two officers who could 
have none but the best wishes f#r each 
other; for as they conferred together freely 
on all 
m atters at 
issue, 
and agreed on 
almost every point, they never, during their 
lives, held any but the most amicable relations. 
But when Farragut died, and a sorrowing 
nation was lamenting the loss of the brave old 
Admiral, whose simplicity of character and 
herolo actions endeared 
him to all, 
the 
treacherous ghouls, ever on the alert, thought 
they saw an opportunity to strike a fatal blow 
at Admiral Perter. 
They published a confi­ 
dential letter, w ritten six years ago, which was 
to array him against the President, supposing 
that when he had read that letter G rant would 
not have the magnanimity to send the Ad­ 
m iral’s name to the Senate for couCrmation. 
They failed in this scheme. 
Then there were 
others who put words in the mouth of tho 
dying Farragut. 
These electrified the House 
of Representatives, but did not shake the faith 
of the Senate, that great conservative body 
which stands as the bulwark of our liberties 
.and our safeguard against any hasty action on 
the part of the more impulsive House, most 
of whose members did not realize what they 
were doing when they followed the leadership 
of Butler. 
This whole affair presents a sad picture of 
political demoralization, and serves to show 
how useless It is in this country for a man to 
attain high honors, when the most ribald 
characters have influence enough to pull him 
down. 
The people are disgusted with such 
trickery, and it will 
yet recoil on those 
who have endeavored to injure the Adm iral. 
Tho latter has from the first treated tho 
attacks made upon him with that dignity which 
should characterize a brave officer, who feels 
that be has done his whole duty to his oouor 
try, and he will experience the satisfaction not 
only of being endorsed by the Senate, but of 
being better known to tho Amerioan people.

York; D. Appleton A Co.) It Is an adm irable essay 
on a subject which has occasioned more excitem ent 
In this country than m any Uimgs of far greater 
Importance. Dr. Hammond, in a few words, dis­ 
poses Of iLs claims to the supernatural, and exhibits it 
as the result of a phy.slcal disorder, superimliiced by 
general dcbilltr and bad dlgesiou. The essay ought 
to be widely read. 


A translation of Ernest R iiian’a essay on "Consti­ 
tutional Monarchy ID France" has been published 
by Roberts Brothers, of Boston. We neeil hardly 
say fuat it is of tho deepest lntcre.st. At the present 
moment, w hen France has scarcely a govern­ 
m ent at all, its perusal will be especially timely. 
From It one may learn the history of constitutional 
m onarchy in France, and may see wbi' It failed and 
the Obstacles that prevented Its success. 


It may not be generally known that the "m etric 
system of weights aud m easures" has been adopted 
by Congress, and th at "any m erchant, mechanic or 
trailesm un In the United Stales may. If he please,», 
in B ille t confornilty lo law, render all bis bills an<l 
keep his accounts according to that system.”

In the year 53<t B. u.. six 
years lieforethe death uf Cyrus the (Jroat. the Jew s 
were permitted to re iu ru to Jerusalem aud rebudil 
their lompie, which had been destroyed by Nebu­ 
chadnezzar.

we have the exact Imitaiiou of the stones of Pasar- 
gauie; not la its subsiructure, for that was mostly 
bolomon'a work, and it Is much dlifereut to the later 
work. Captain W a-ieu Introduced me Into the p iu 
and tunnels ho has excavated, which lead to the 
substructure. Kiuetv leet below the sur ace ol the 
debris, which rises hlll-llke against the modern walls 
of the temple area, I saw the foundation stones of 
the temple, smooth-faced, without bevel or draught.

Avriau says:—“ The tomb of Cyrus was lu the 
royal paroillse uf i’asargiul.e, round wUmh was a 
grove uf various trees. It was well suppiied with 
w atei, and the fields were covered wiui high gras.s. 
The tomb beiow was of a quadrangular shape, bunt 
01 ireestoiie; above was a hou»o of stone, wiUi a 
roof.

WiHiln 18 the guldeu cuilln

Cyrus, 
hear which Is a seal with loot ot gold; tho whole is 
tiuug loiiud with cov'criugs oi purple, and carpets 
of habyiou. In the vlciulty was built a smiUl house 
lor the Magi, lo whose cute tho tomb had ongiually 
becu entiu-.ted, and so coatinued since the tim e of 
Cambyses irom fathers to sons. 
TUB TOMB OF CYRITH, 
Now let us glauco over tho above briefly. “Tho 
tomb of Cyrus was lu tho royal p iradwe of I’usar- 
gadie, surruiiuded by a grove.” The Peisisns are 
the most conservative people in m e woiPl, tholt 
habits im<l customs are us uiichaugeablu as wero the 
laws of thu ancient Medcs and Persians. All the 
prlucipal tombs of m odern Persia are surrouuded 
h.y groves. Witness tho lomb ol Shah Abdul Azzi m 
at Teheran, Fatim a and Fath All Shal

These hearsco may wcil ho ouiie<l coillns; limy 
are mado of wood, covered witii velvet pall or cash- 
mere shawls, adorned wiHi jewels of great value, 
and rest over tue vaults which contuln the dead.

Ah w-‘ mlvanced tho quarries became more exten­ 
sive. The ravine at Im ervals expanded Into pretty 
vatleys o v rg ro w n with wild Blmoiid irc'S aud 
acacias.

This small village, 011 the uorlh coast of the 
Island, fonncrly containing Bomo 1,400 Inhabitants 
of all Hliades of color, but m aterially decreased niuoe 
the war, derives Its Im portance from being the port 
of entry for Holgum and tho other places In the 
Jurisdiction of that nam e. 
In January following the 
hreaklDg out oj Hie lusiirroctlon in October, 1868, 
the Cubans held catire possession ol Hie Jurisdiction 
save tilts place, having com pelled the detachm ent 
01 Bpunish soldiers In Holguin to evacuate aud 
make their way hither by circuitous routes as best 
they could. 
The defence of the place by the 
.Sivanhirds was of the m ost heroic character, lasting 
forty-flvo days, near the term ination of which iheir 
supplies became exhausted, and they were obliged 
to kill aud cat their hor.se.s. 
On taking po.saession 
the Cuhans started a paper, then called La Estrella 
ae Cuba, the publlcatlou of wiilck continued duriug 
the time they occupied the place.
